The sail 
became entangled in the martingale of 
the bowsprit, the boat was driven un- 
der and filled, and the second boat 
crashed into her. All thu occupants of 
the captain's boat were thrown into the 
sea. You were grasped by a negro, a 
powerful swimmer. He, \vith yourself 
and two sailors, were rescued, and that 
was all. 
Your father was a strong 


man, and be could swim well. 
Ho 


must have been stunned or injured in 
some way. The two sailors jumped 
from the second boat and clung to the 
bark's bobstays. The whole "dm; was 
over In a few seconds."

It is quit*- clear that the 
second boat did not sink, as wus re- 
ported by tile captain of the John S. 
She was damaged and liad -her mast 
broken by the collision, 
lu the dark- 


ness aud confusion she would be read- 
ily carried past the bark, which was 
probably traveling four knotft an hour. 
The two sailors in springing from her 
gunwale into the bobstays would cer- 
tainly cant her considerable, and at 
the same Instant my poor wife either 
threw her child into tho boat with a 
last fivnzled effort or some one caught 
the baby from her as she sank. Tbe 
tmat was seen by Brand flouring In 
with the tide on the morning of the 
30th of July. She hail been nine days 
at sea. Some survivor must have giv- 
en the little one nourishment in that 
time, as a twelve-months-old child 
could not possibly have lived. In all 
likelihood the bank of fog clung to the 
surface of the sea and followed the 
Odes, as there was little or no wind 
on the days following the loss of the 
yacht. 


"Again, there were provisions in (lie 


boat, but no water. Why? Either the 
water casks had started their staves 
when the smash took place or a care- 
less steward had failed to fill them. 
The uext thing Is the identity of, the 
boat. By tho stupidity of a sailor one 
o£ the Esmeralda's lifeboats was burn- 
ed to the water's edge in Norway. He 
' upset o tin of petroleum while he was 
opening it, aud a lighted match did tlie 
remainder. 
Indeed, he and another, 


man at the oara narrowly escaped 
death. A boat was purchased, but ac- 
cident or mischance prevented Uie Es- 
meralda's name being painted on it. 
There was a Norwegian port number 
on the stern board, uud tills was 
smashed away by the falling mast. 
As the sail was trailing in Uie water 
when the boat was found by Brand it 
is assumed tliat the survivor or sur- 
vivors, who paid some heed to the 
child, suffered from Injuries which pre- 
vented him or them from hauling it in. 
One man's body was fouud ou board, 
and he had been dead man; days. 
Finally we have tbe evidence of the 
child's clothing." 


"The girls told me something of the

There has beeu friction and dissatis- 
faction ever since the removal of Public 
Printer Palmer and the appointment 
of Mr. Chas. Stilliugs, an outsider of 
Boston, as hi*- successor. Discharges 
aud suspensions have followed each 
other in rapid succession until the 
whole force of tbe great government 
print shop is on edge woudering where 
the lightning will strike next. Mr. 
Blilliugs has been the' head of a large 
commercial 
printing establishment, 


and il is generally understood that he 
is thoroughly experienced in bis trade. 
The Government Printing Office is the 
largest aud best equipped establish- 
ment of its sort iu the world, but there 
has beeu nothing but troubleever since 
the new Public Printer has been hi 
charge. Exactly what the difficulty 
is, it would bt hard to say. The ex- 
planation of tbe Printing Office em- 
ployes is that, "He's all right, hut he 
won't do." It i» perhaps the first time 
since the days of Andrew Jackson, 
that the printing office has beeu run 
ou economical bnsiness-like lines. The 
joint committee of Congressman print- 
ing has investigated the situation dur- 
ing the recess without arriving, at auy 
definite conclusion. 
The Office has 


long been an asylum ibi political 
printers looking for soft places aud 
easy work with big and Mire pay, and 
now when they have grown old iu 
ollke resent a» an intruder a young 
man full ot energy, who Insists ou 
them doing something. The United 
Statee Patent Office sorely needs a 
man like Publlu Printer StUllugs. 


C»nsiderabie,critici8n» has beeu caused 


by the action ef the Department of Ag- 
riculture in its latest ruliug as to meat 
labels. The new meat inspection law 
will go Into effect ou October 1st., and 
io virtue of this law, all meat products 
will bave t»bear a government inspec- 
tor's stamp aud be labeled for exactly 
what they are, to that there will be no 
question of deceiving the purchaser 
and consumer. There baa beeu a num- 
ber of conferences between the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture aud the meat pack- 
ers as to the forms of the new labels 
that will bave to be used. 
Anything 


that is deceptive, such as "potted 
chicken,"made out of veal; or "picnic 
ham," made out of beef, has been abso- 
lutely barred; but tbe packers stormed 
the Agriculture'Department this week 
ou the subject of "canned roast beef." 


It will be recollected that "canned 


roast beef" was at the bottom of all the 
Army contract 
scandals 
after 
the 


Spanish-American war. The sn-calied 
"roast beef" was not roasted at all, but 
was a steam compound made out of 
the very lowest grade of cattle and was 
a ration which even the hungry sol- 
diers iu Cuba were forced to throw 
away. 
However, the packers claim 


thai "canned roast beef" Is a feature of 
every Army ration in the civilized 
world, that it constitutes H valuable 
trademark, In virtue of which alone 
they are enabled to compete with Aus- 
tralia and Argentine for domestic and 
foreign army contracts. So tlie Agri- 
culture Department has allowed them 
to retain the label "roast beef" know- 
ing perfectly well that there is uo such 
tiling 
among 
packing-house com- 


pounds, and the law is gotten around 
by allowing the packers to print in line 
typo on the label the fact that the lieef 
is steamed and not roasted alter all. 
There bus been considerable criticism of 
the Secretary of Agriculture for mak- 
ing this concession and the chances are 
that when Congress meets the matter 
will be formally Investigated.

THE H3TORIC MUSEUM THAT STOOD 


IN LOWER NErV YORK. 


Paula About the Faniomi Curio Hall

"We will ascend to the top of St. 


Paul's skyscraper and tase New York 
city lu at a glance," said my friend as 
we passod the corner of Broadway aud 
Ann street. Entering the doorway and 
taking the elevator it took but a few 
moments to lind ourselves at the top 
where from'the windows we not only 
"took in" the entire city, with Its brick 
walls and smoking chimneys, but as 
fur as the eye could reach we saw 
water aud green fields. As we de- 
Bccndcd we could not help thinking that 
on this spot for many years stood Bar- 
nuiu's museum, once the dream of all 
children and a place of universal In- 
terest to every one. 


Among the many sights and curiosi- 


ties see'u In the museum some are fa- 
miliar to this day, as Niagara Falls, 
with real water, trees, rocks, etc.; Joice 
Heth, the aged colored woman, 1C1 
years old. who had once been nurse to 
General Washington; the woolly horse, 
said to have been captured by the Fre- 
mont exploring party In the Rocky 
mountains; the Indian wedding.dance; 
the club that killed Captain Cook; 
Tom Thumb, the dwarf who drove 
around the city in a stylish little coach 
and who married Miss Lovinia War- 
ren, the wedding taking place before a 
vast assemblage at Grace church while 
multitudes lined the sidewalks outside; 
the living whale that was kept in a 
tank of salt water pumped in from the 
bay; the hippopotamus, the tropical 
fish, Commodore Nutt, known as the 
$30,000 Nutt; the two dromios; the 
lightning calculator who could add a 
square of figures at a glance, and who 
became a Methodist minister; the fat 
boy; 
Anna Swan, the Nova Scotia 


giantess; the tallest man in the world; 
the fat woman; Pashosharend. "the 
Nrhat is it," no one knowing whether it 
was a man or a moukey; the boa con- 
strictor, seen Inside a large glass case; 
the cherry colored cat; the happy fam- 
ily, a collection of cats, rats, adders, 
rabbits, parrots, birds, etc., all in one 
cage; also two vast alligators, the liv- 
ing skeleton, the baby mite that 
weighed only three pounds, the fish 
Trtth legs, the 
FIJI mermaid, the 


giraffe, the rliinoceros, with the tropi- 
cal birds, parrots, cockatoos, mocking 
birds, humming birds, vultures and 
eagle, aud the well remembered dog 
and baby shows. 


Then there were the wax figures of

Pierce, Patrick Henry, General Wash- 
ington, James Buchanan, General Mar- 
lon, General Lafayette, James Madi- 
son, Governor Morris, Prince Imperial 
of France, Mme.

Lambert, the Veiled Murderess, etc. 
- In many of tlie plays thrilling scenes 
were produced, as in "The Storm, at 
Sea," .where a vessel was struck by 
lightning and the crew rescued by be- 
ing drawn by a rope up a rocky sum- 
mit and the army ascending through 
the narrow defiles of the Swiss Alps. 


The museum was burned on the aft- 


ernoon of July 13, 1865. The flre. It 
was thought, originated in the engine 
room, it being necessary to keep up 
steam to pump fresh air Into the wa- 
ter of the aquaria and to propel the 
fans that kept the heated halls cool. 
The flames began In the manager's 
office and extended to all parts of the 
building. The manager showed great 
presence of mind' by depositing several 
thousands of dollars in a safe before 
h« escaped from the building. 
Fully 


40,000 persons witnessed the 'fire, who 
saw the tall woman lowered by means 


- -of ropes to the sidewalk and heard the 


shrieks of animals to the menagerie 
and the growls of the Bengal tiger. 
The lion and his mate, who had es- 
caped from their cage, were seen walk- 
Ing along the floor and an encounter 
beneath the roof between the eagle 
and a serpent, when the victorious ea- 
gle bore off his enemy in his talons 
amid loud cheers. The polar befcr, 
escaping from the building, walked 
through the streets to the custom 
bouse, where, ascending to the bal- 
cony, he fell and broke his neck. Oth- 
er animals, jumping from the win- 
dows, caused tlie crowd to stampede, 
when some lost their hats, others had 
their coats torn, and ninny became 
awfully disfigured by falling in the 
mud. The remains of the two whales, 
the kangaroo and crocodile were found 
in the ruins. 
The loss of no other 


building in the city could have caused 
so much excitement and regret as Bar- 
iium's museum.—Brooklyn Citizen.

THE WINDOW CURTAIN. 


Originally It Wan For U«e and Not 


For Ornament. . 


The real purpose of the window cur- 


tain is to regulate the amount of light 
admitted to the room and a curtain so 
arranged that it cannot be drawn back- 
ward and forward at will is but a 
meaningless accessory. 
It was not 


until the beginning of the century that 
curtains were used "without regard to 
their practical purpose. 


The window hangings of the middle 


ages and of the renaissance simply 
were straight pieces of cloth or tapes- 
try hung across the window without 
any attempt at drapery and regarded 
not as part of the decorating of the 
room, but as a necessary protection 
against drafts. 


It probably is for this reason that In 


old prints and pictures representing the 
rooms of wealthy people curtains are 
BO seldom seen. The better the house 
the less need there was for curtains. 
In the engravings' of Abraham Bosse, 
which so faithfully represent the in- 
terior decoration of every class of 
French house during the reign of Louis 
XIH., it will Jie noticed that hi the 
richest apartments there are no win- 
dow curtains. In all the finest rooms 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies the Inside shutters and embra- 
sures of the windows were decorated 
with a care which proves that they 
were not meant to be concealed by cur: 
tains. lii fact, it would l)e more diffi- 
cult to cite a room of any Importance 
in which the windows were not so treat- 
ed than to enumerate examples of what 
really was a universal custom until 
the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.

ars well versed in the history of our 
mystic art, have written of its origin, 
progress, symbolisms and results, and 
have giveu to tne craft a vast amount 
of valuable information. Au eminent 
Masonic scholar and writer of our own 
state, Most Excellent Hemy W. Rugg 
U. D., iu tbe historical address deliv- 
ered by him at the centennial celebra- 
tion of the M. E. Grand Chapter of 
Khode 
Island, 
presented a 
larj;e 


amount of valuable information relat- 
ing to the origin, early history and 
progress of Capitular Masonry iu this 
jurisdictiou. It is a document replete 
with reliable data aud imrouant facts, 
and well worthy of a careful study by 
all who are interested iu this braucb of 
the Masonic system. As be has fully 
'•overed the ground, H would be folly 
for me to attempt any additions, and 1 
will therefore proceed to the duty 
which particularly devolves upou me 
on this occasion, which Is to present to 
you such facts as I have beeu able to 
obtain in counectlou with the organiza- 
tion of Newport Royal Arch Chapter, 
lio. 2, aud some of the Incidents iu its 
history during the first century of its 
existence. 


Tbe early records, as well as some of 


those iu later years, are obscure aud 
incomplete, and from them we can 
.gather only meagre information rela- 
tive to th£ date of Its Constitution. 
JTrom them we learn au important luct 
tbat as early as June 1802 a movement 
was made towards tbe forming a 
Chapter of Royal Arch Masons iu this 
•city, as ou tbe first page of tbe Record 
•of Mewport'Cbapter appears tbe follow- 
ing.To All Whom It May Concern, Be It 
Known and Remembered, Tbat ou tbe 
:20th day of Juue, Auuo Lucto-5802, in 
the Towu of Newport a meeting of 
Master Masons, about Thirty hi uum- 
her was boldeu for the purpose of tak- 
ing lulo consideration tbe expediency 
-ot adopting measures for forming aud 
establishing a Royal-Arch-Cbapter In 
.said town, and after mature delibera- 
tion upon tbe subject, it was unanim- 
ously voted, That lu tbe opinion of 
this meeting tbe interests of Masonry 
would be promoted by tbe establish- 
ment of a Royal Arch Chapter In the 
Town of Newport.

Lucis, 5803, the said committee togeth- 
er wltb Brothers Motes Biexas, Peleg 
Clarke, Joseph Rogers, Edward Land- 
ers, Benedict Smith, aud William Boss 
presented a petltiou to tbe Most Excel- 
lent Grand Royal Arch Chapter for a 
charter authorizing them to form, open 
aud bold a chapter of Royal Arch Ma- 
sons in tbe Towu of Newport by the 
name of Newport Chapter No. 2. The 
Grand Cbapter granted the prayer of 
tbe petitiou and issued a Dispensation 
authorizing the petitioners to open and 
hold cbapter until it should be conven- 
ient for tbe Grand Cbapter to attend at 
Newport for tbe purpose of constitut- 
ing tbe new chapter and installing the 
Officers thereof according to Ancient 
Form and Usage. From tbe records of 
•the Graud Chapter we learn that in 
1802, that body took some action relat- 
ing to the exaltation of several New- 
poit candidates by Providence Royal 
Arch Cbapter, In order that a chapter 
might be established at Newport, aud 
that the name of the said chapter was 
"Hiram No. 2." As tbe petitioners 
mentioned in the records of Newport 
Chapter and the "Newport Candi- 
dates" referred to in those of the Grand 
Cbapter, were without auy doubt the 
same, it iu impossible to account for 
this discrepancy relative to the name. 


The official register of tlie Grand 


Chapter gives the date of the constitut- 
''ig of .Newpoit Chapter No. ii, as Sep- 
tember" IS, 180o, aud we accept it as 
correct lu the abseuce of auy fatcber 
].raof. The first tecord of auy work 
done by .the chapter is June 1S10, when 
a Mark'Muster's Lodge was opened,

meetiug October 30, 1829 was "opened 
aud closed in silence," while at the 
regular miatiut; December 2a, 5829, the 
tecurd shows "Proceedings not to tie 
recorded." 


From the orgunizatiou of the cbapter 


until the year 1S31, the alt'airs of the 
chapter were conducted in a careful 
manner, the regular meetings were 
generally held, and additions were 
made to the membership. During tbe 
years 1831, 1832, 1833, 1834, 1885, 1S3G, 
1837 and IS3S, only the Annual meet- 
ings were held and tlie officers elected, 
and from December, 1838, until Match, 
1846, no record of any meeting can be 
found. 
At ihe meetiug March, 1846', 


James G Topham and ten others were 
propounded for I he degrees. They were 
elected May 7, IS4(i, James G. Tnpluuu 
being exalted May 8, 1816. Ara Hil- 
drelh was exalted Augu.it 17, the same 
year, and Heury U. DeBloid ou the 20 
of November 1848. They still retain 
their membership iu tbe chapter, antl 
are honored aud respected by ail their 
Companions. 


Having rallied from the depressiug 


eflects of the anti-Masonic crusade, in- 
terest in the work ol tbe chapter was 
revived, and from Ibis time until the 
year 1805 its aflairs Were iu a prosper- 
ous aud harmonious coudiliou, wheu 
acbauge took place. Heeds of discord 
were sown aud some of the compan- 
ions so far forgot their Masonic obliga- 
tions as to wrong the chapter iu the 
matter of the ballot, aud It-was found 
impossible to elect auy candidates, 
labor ceased aud there was confusion 
in the Temple, lu order to remedy 
this condition of aflairs, a move was 
made to establish a uew cbapter, aud 
ou June 25,1867, a petitiou signed by 
•William Gray, William Gilplu, Ara 
Hlldreihaud others was presented to 
tbe Graud High Priest, for a Dispensa- 
tion to form a uew chapter by the 
uameofSamt Paul's. Tbe dispensa- 
tion was granted, aud tbe cbapter con- 
tinued until May 6th, 1868, when tbe 
dispensation was giveu up lu accord- 
ance with a vote passed by Newport 
Chapter April 28, 1868, appointing a 
committee from tbe cbapter to confer 
with one from Saint Paul's cbaptir, 
U. D., aud repoit a plan to harmonise 
aud uuite both chapters. 


Tbe committee reported on May 6, 


1868, tbe report being received 
aud 


adopted, and Saint Paul's Chapter 
ceased to exist from that time, aud six 
companions, exalted lu Saint Paul's 
Cbapter, were admitted to membership 
iu Newport Chapter, aud live wbo bad 
received tbe degrees of Mark aud Past 
Masters, were elected to be acknowl- 
edged Most Excellent Masters, aud to 
he exalted to the Sublime degree of 
Royal Arch Mason. From the time of 
this union until uow Newport Chapter 
has beeu prosperous aud united, aud 
to-day under tbe caieful guidance of 
the present High Priest aud his efflceut 
corps of officers is enjoying the utmost 
Peace aud Harmony.

Italian, first because he talk* nothing 
but Italian, and second because of his 
quick temper aud quarrels. At tbe 
tirM objection Mr. l>ola laughs. 1'here 
is uo gixat need for long discussion, he 
says, between a farmer and his laborer, 
MI long as oue can point aud the other 
will work* But the mailer of the quai- 
lels and the lights, he holds are the di- 
rect outgrowth uf the wiiiter mouths of 
euforced idleness. After eight or nine 
mouths of long aud steady work on tbe 
elreels or railroads the crowds of Ital- 
ians pour back iuto the North End and 
live ou th?ir earnings, doing nothing 
while the ground is frozen. Then it is 
that there is time lu tireed Idle habits 
aud pick quarrels; then it is that tbe 
stiletto flashes out. 


After bis talk at Deuiwm House, Mr. 


Itola spoke before a meeting of the 
State Urauge last fall. The grange 
afterward sent to all the farmers of the 
Slate a circular letter written by Mr. 
Isola ou ihe subject of tbe Italians as.

About 14,500 Italians, counting both 


those who passed under the eye of the 
immigration commissioners at the port 
of Boston aud those who lauded in 
New York bound for Boston, arrived 
in this city iu 1905. Even the North 
Eud'could not stretch its quarters to 
accommodate this crowd besides its 
present 30,000, If the laborers aud small 
tradesmen who had beeu lu America a 
while and accumulated some mouey 
did not yearly leave their one room, or 
their two or three rooms lu the North 
End and move to larger homes and 
more air in East Boston, South Boston 
or Revere or some other close suburb of 
the city where Italians are now guther- 
inp in colonies.- Still East Boston aud 
Revere are city life. They stay right 
by the city, all these meu aud women 
who are accustomed at home in Italy 
to living in small villages aud working 
ou their small farms or village shops. 
Against euch au uuuatural congestion 
iu tbe cities, one man, an It&liau by 
birth, has arisen aud is trying to turn 
the course ot these people back to their 
uatuial place, tbe soil. This mau Is 
Pletro Isola, a teacher of art In private 
schools lu Newtou aud Boston, who 
considers himself more American than 
Italian, havlug uow been lu tbis coun- 
try for over thirty years. 


A MODERN AGRIC01.A 


Mr. Isola proposes to send tbe Ital- 


ians back to the farms. He bas beeu 
striving for a year to get bis plan in 
working order and Is at tbe pieeeut 
season right at the belgbt of tbe first 
year's experiment. "These fellows," 
says Mr. Isola, "an bractaiauU at 
boms, that is to say they work with 
their arms. They are country men. 
They understand small farming aud 
are strong and lusty. • The Massachu- 
setts farmer finds It almost impossible 
uow-a-day« to get good farm bauds. 
In fact the ouly men wbo will stay 
and work ou .the farms, turn out to be 
druukards wbo can't keep work any- 
where else. The thing to do Is bring 
Iuto relation tbe New England farmei 
and the Italian. 
Such a relation Mr. Isola has already 


brought about this spring. He has 
placed twenty or thirty Itill-uis with 
Americau farmers in Lincoln, Beverly, 
Hanover, Uuustable and other towns 
aud hopes lu tbe next few week* to 
place many more. Ii is of course au 
iusiguilicaut number as compared wltb 
the large population of Italians iu the 
city, but as a single-handed effort it Is 
encouraglug. Mr. Isola Is uow nego- 
tiating with a Maine lumberman wbo 
wants twenty men for his work iu the 
woods in tbe winter aud will see to It 
that these men get positions with tbe 
farmers In that locality iu tbe summer. 
Mr. Isola Is confident tbat If the Maine 
contractor hires twenty Italian' this 
year be will Bend for fifty next year, 
and quotes wltb pleasure a Umgnam 
farmer who some time ago, agreed to 
take an Italian laborer for two months 
on Mr. Isola's recommendation. Tbe 
two months expired three years ago, 
but the Italian is still working on that 
farm and two brothers Italians bave 
been hired with him. That is the hope 
of these small beginnings, tbat the Ital- 
ians will please their employers so 
much wltbr their willingness to work 
aud will succeed so well themselves 
that they will draw their associates out 
of the cities onto tbe farms. 
It Is most essential, of course tbat 
tbe men picked, to be tbe pioneers of 
tbis enterprjJJMhjai be tbe very best- 
reliable, ittrpstfj&iis and fresh 
from 
Italy,wltbmitjirif germs of discontent, 
vice or trouBhvf tiat winters of enforced 
idleness at tbe 'North End might have 
bred in them.; 'A Mr. Mulgeri, con- 
tacted with DerJiBbu House settlement, 
ii the right man in tbe right place for 
making the choiceof meu. Asan Ital- 
ian, he knows theyouug Italians aud 
all about them, aud more than that, he 
knows their family history ou the 
other side of the ocean, so that he ii 
able to vouch for his man. 


HOW I1K GOT A START I.V THIS WOKK 


It was at Deuuon House tbat the 


project lirst took hold. Mr. Isola spoke 
there before thti' Halo-American club 
one of the men's, clubs in the house, 
and described trie chances for the ital 
iau iu the country. Somewhat to bis 
surprise, his words were received with 
enthusiasm. The Italians were will- 
ing to give up their $1.75 per dleui pay 
as day laborers and accept j-20 per

ITALIANS NOT KAiniH'.iS. 


There are uo Italian farmers, proper-. 


y speaking, in New England. There 
are a great mauy market gardeners 
who Uo a thriving business, probably 
au immense number wbo supply North 
End demands, and also a large number 
who deal with more general trade and 
mvo their vegetable farms all over 
Easteru Massachusetts— m Camor'idKe, 
lie Beverlys, Acton, Wuburn, Arling- 
ion, titnugliton, Sharon, Maiden, Win- 
chester, and hi tact lu a majority of the 
towns. About half of them own their 
places, aud Ibe oilier half uf them rent 
.heir farms. Sometimes oue family, 
sometimes a half a dozen families, will 
net together and buy a small piece of 
laud iu the outskirts of a town that has 
lam uncultivated for a good many 
years. There may be au old house ou 
tbe place; if uot, they put up a shanty. 
The house Is evidently uot so much a 
matter of concern as the looKs of the 
vegetable garden aud tbe ever-present 
patch of flowers. After they bave made 
Ibis bit of laud green with it* neat rows 
of vegetables for a year or two, they 
Increase their trade aud hire stretch 
after stretch of Idle land from the farm- 
ers near by, until their vegetable gar- 
dens bave grown from half an acre 
to ten or twelve acres. 
The kind of gardening tbe Italian 


understands Is tbe Intense. He Is used 
to a email piece of laud aud lo makmg 
the most out of it. He knows what to 
plant In every square foot to bave it 
grow lo tbe best advantage, and be 
practices gnat ecouomy of soil. For 
Instance, a person travelling past an 
Italian market garden In early July 
might see row alter row of thrifty pea 
vlues; and passing tbe same place not 
more than three days later might see 
iu what be could swear was tbe same 
spot, corn twelve Inches high instead 
of peas. The secret of tbe change was 
that the Italian bad planted coru be- 
tween bis rows of peas, and when the 
vines had done bearing, toru then out 
of the way, aud there the coru was. 
The Italian has Introduced a good 
many new vegetables Iuto trade, as the 
burden of their carte aud the North 
Eud markets show. There are a cou- 
ple of uew kinds of lettuce, one very 
Hue leaved aud the other white and 
tightly curled; there are various for- 
eign squashes; fennel for salad, which 
iu its growth IB not unlike caraway; 
aud a kind of celery they call cordoou.

Fish That Shoot 


AD official of tbe United States Fish 


Commission, In speaking of oddities 
which may be observed lu tbe habits of 
scaled water-dwellers, recently said: 


"Few would believe it if told that 


there are some fish tbat obtain a large 
portion of their food by 'shooting' it, 
but this last, Is the truth. Oue of these 
Is the toxtote, a fish In tbe rivers of 
Malaysia. He is kuowu as tbe arcber, 
or spitting-fish. Although aquatic, the 
toxote bas a taste for winged Insects. 
When U sees an insect upon au over- 
hanging braucb U approaches as uear 
as may be, fills Its mouth with water, 
aud then, closing Its gills, raises Its 
snout above the surface and shoots a 
long t bread of water at the Insect. The 
toxote rarely misses its aim, aud the 
game is washed off the leaf aud iuto 
the river. Iu Java many people pre- 
serve tbe toxote iu aquariums, obtain- 
ing 
considerable 
amusement from 


watchiug It shoot at the Hies that come 
within range. 
"Another of the 'shooting' linn is the 


chellnous, which uses a jet of salt wat- 
er, but which is far less expert than 
the toxote.'' 


A Moose in Town.

shop he saw a strange animal trot t lug 
along toward him from tbn direction 
of Hammoud street.
